Mr.  Cha.irmans  Ladies  and  Gentlemens 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  Districts  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1958.  The 
report  is  set  out  in  the  manner  of  previous  years,  so  that 
comparison  with  former  reports  can  easily  be  made. 

x^s  far  as  can  be  Judged  from  a study  of  the  vital 
statistics,  the  general  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  The  figures  show  little  variation  from  those 
of  the  previous  years  "but  the  standardised  birth  rate  has  been 
lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Probably  the  most  important  development  in  preventive 
mv^dicine  in  the  year  under  review  has  been  the  expansion  of  the 
scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis.  Limitation  in 
the  supply  of  vaccine  necessitated  the  restriction  of  immunisation 
to  those  exposed  to  the  greatest  risk,  and  at  first,  apart  from 
certain  adults , Limrunisation  was  available  only  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  fifteen  years.  The  upper  age 
ILmit  was  later  raised  to  include  people  up  to  the  age  of 
twenty  five  years,  but  as  is  now  well  known,  the  initial  response 
from  these  people  was  most  disappointing,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  death  of  a well  known  footballer  that  the  demands  for 
immunisation  becam.e  almost  overwhelming. 


Once  again  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
and  Clerks  and  Officials  of  other  departments,  and  the  Staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Departm.ents  for  their  willing  assistance  and 
co-operation.

After  allowing  for  inward  and  outward  transfers?  the 
Registrar  General’s  figures  show  that  there  v/ere  I30  hirths 
(65  hoys  and  65  girls)  in  the  District  during  1958?  being  five 
hirths  less  than  in  195?‘.  Of  these  hirths  3 were  illegitimate. 
This  is  2.3%  of  the  total  live  hirths?  as  compared  with  hokfo 
in  1957. 

The  Registrar  General  provides  a comparability  factor 
for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  birth  rate  of  the  Urban  District 
comparable  v/ith  that  of  a district  the  population  of  which  is  of 
standard  age  and  sex  distribution,  i-iccordingly  when  the  birth 
rate  is  multiplied  by  this  factor?  the  product  respresents  the 
birth  rate  for  comparison  with  other  districts.-  The  birth  rate 
for  EurnUiam-on-Sea  Urban  District  adjusted  in  this  manner  is 
increased  from  13<>39  to  15.13  por  1?000  of  the  population.  The 
birth  rate  for  England  and  '.Ales  vms  l6.4c.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  1958  was  97 » Of  these  10  w^ere  deaths  of  non-residents 
Cold  were  transferred  to  the  district  in  which  the  persons 
ordinarily  resided*  There  were?  on  the  other  hand  32  d.eaths 
of  Urban  District  residents  registered  outside  the  District. 

The  total  corrected  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District 
./as  119  (61  m.ales  and.  58  females )c  This  was  24  less  than  in  the 
previous  year?  and  gave  a crude  death  rate  of  12. 55* 


This  crude  death  rate  cannot  be  used  to  compare  the 
mortality  7/ith  that  of  other  districts?  as  the  populations  of 
all  areas  are  not  similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and  sex 
distribution.  The  Registrar  General'  supplies  an  "Area  Compara- 
bility Ractcr”  and  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by  this 
figure  can  then  be  compared  with  the  death  rate  of  the  country 
as  a wTdole?  or  'with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local  area.  The 
corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  was  9^2'9  per  IjOOO  of  the 
population  .and  this  yislS  com.p£j?ed  v/ith  11.7  for  England  and  Vales.

Folicinvelit is.  - (a)  Cases' 

An  event  of  importance  which  occurred  during  the  year 
and  which  involved  the  department  in  a considerahle  amount  of 
';.'Crk  was  a sharp  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  ¥/hich  commenced  at 
the  end  of  l^ugust  and  terminated  at  the  end  of  October,  A total 
of  13  cases  were  notifiedy  of  'which  8 were  paralytic  and  5 were 
non-paralytic  cases.  The  majority  of  patients  were  aged  about 
5 years j b'ut  tv/o  adalts  v/ere  affected  and  as  so  often  hap'pens 
they  were  the  more  severely  paralysed.  A feature  of  the  outbreak 
'was  the  fact  that  the  infection  was  localised  to  a small  area 
in  or  near  a housing  estate;  and  all  patients  either  lived  in  or 
had  direct  contact  with  that  area. 

The  outbreak  followed  on  a period  \¥hen  inFiiunisat ion 
against  poliomyelitis  \Yas  freely  available  to  children  up  to  the 
age  of  15  ^'■earsy  and  it  was  a regrettable  fact  that  not  one  of 
the  infected  children  had  availed  thexmselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  being  immunised.  Indeed  one  cannot  help  observing  that  had 
they  done  sOy  the  outbreak  probably  'would  never  have  occurred. 

(b)  Immunisation 

ls282  people  completed  the  primary  immunisation  of 
t'wo  injections,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  addition  a 
large  number  had  received  their  first  injection.  For  those 
who  have  completed  the  primary  course  a third  injection  is 
given  after  an  interval  of  approximately  seven  months.

2A6  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  49  in  the 
previous  year.  This  'was  the  'usual  biennial  epidemic  and  it 
presented  no  feat'ures  of  particular  note.  Modern  therapy  has 
ccnsiderably  reduced  the  seriousness  of  the  common  complications 
of  measles  and  chronic  ill  health  as  a seguela  is  now  'unusual.

Do  statutory  action  was  taken  regarding  enforcement 
of  tlio  provision  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  -.cty  and  co-operation 
from  food  traders  has  continued  to  be  good  and  improvements  have 
been  made  to  premises  and  equipment.
